SOMETHING IS COMING OUR WAY ! 
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In Ufology, you hear a lot; of strange stories. Soae 
you have to take at face value, vhile others are too far 
f etc hed to believe even in this strange study of unusual 
objects and humanoid beings. Some stories you ■ark off as 
holding merit/, hut lack supporting evidence to bol ster their 
credability until a later date when something night surface 
which could prove their validity. 

This is such a story. As yet no evidence exists to support 
it, yet I have a gut feeling that something night be to 
it.

It seems that in 1987, NASA picked up the presence of 
a very large planetoid object entering our solar systen 
near the area of Pluto.

CASE SYNOPSIS■ 

On July 7th, 1990, Mrs Gail Brevster of Ridge, Long Island 
New York called the Hotline number to report an incident 
that she encountered in 1986. Mrs. Brevster and her husband 
live in Ridge and own a small horse farm and stable vhich 
has become a very succesful operation. She did not expect 
to have an encounter vith something strange to her every 
day concerns in 1986. 

She related that in either the spring or fall of 1986, 
vhile working as a waitress in a restaurant in Port Jefferson, 
that she vets on her way home late one night. As is her custom 
Route 25A is the quickest way home for her. At the time she 
estimates her position to have been in the area of either 
Calverton or Ridge when she encountered an object on the 
road ia front of her. Mrs. Brevster was driving her Ford 
p:.ckup vith no traffic West bound, but there was traffic 
b"hi .\l her.. As she came past a small church on her right 
.'ihe vent over a small rise in the road which caused a dip 
in the road ahead. There some several hundred feet in front 
of her truck was a strange object suspended on its side some 
fort) feet above the road. It was a disc shaped object vith 
five or six, perhaps more, solid, segmented panels on its 
surface. The panels vere illuminated vith what appeared to 
be a very bright flourescent, green tubes of light and the 
entire object itself was bathed in a green glow. It hovered 
al*ove the road for five to ten seconds and moved instantly 
to the South in the direction of the Grumman Aircraft Testing 
Facility. During the brief encounter, Mrs Brevster slowed 
the truck down to avoid hitting the object. After the incident 
she hurried home and told her husband about the episode. 

After she was interviewed on the phone, a report vas 
filed for further investigation. It vas not until February 
9th, 1991 that the witness vas interviewed. This was because 
of the heavy influx of cases into the Network. TKo witness 
vas interviewed on the date by the team of John Ford, Frank 
Columbo and Grace Columbo. The interview vas taped recorded 
for our lecords. Mrs Brevster submitted a drawing of the 
object she observed ( See first Page of this Newsletter ) 
for purposes of comparision. 

The vitne'is related that she did not hear any sound of 
engines, that the object vas totally silent. There vere no 
windows, doors, markings or additional lights on the object. 

It vas her opinion that it vas not a known type of aircraft 
unless Grumman vas testing something nev. She felt that the 
object vas a U.F.O. She vas very excited that after all 
these years there vas an organization that she could report 
it to without fear of ridicule. 

The witness did not report any strange physical symptons 
related to her sighting or any period of missing time. The 
object has been classified as an unknown.

KBCKSBURG U.F.O. CRASH/RETRIEVAL GAINS MOMENTUM:(GREENSBURG 
TRIBUNE REVIEW) : On the twenty fifth anniversary of its occurrence,- —• - 
the Kecksburg, Pennsylvania crash/retrieval scenario was the 
focal point of a recent issue of the Mutual UFO Network (MUFON) 

Journal. Investigator Stan Gordon of the Pennsylvania Association 
for the Study of the Unexplained (PASU) was a 16 year old boy 
when the event took place in the late afternoon on December 
9, 1965. According to Gordon it was apparent that the Military 
was quite interested in what they were guick to label a Meteor, 
even though Many witnesses didn't agree with that assessient. 

Witnesses were also ignored by the local Media which initially 
reported the U.F.O. falling to Earth and the extraordinary Military 
and state police activity associated with it, but then guickly 
dropped the story. 

Gordon has Maintained records on the case since it occurred, 
but it has been the last ten years that a number of independent 
witnesses have surfaced to reveal the pattern of a Major Military 
operation involving the recovery of a UFO. The event gained 
national exposure in September 1990 when NBC-TV's Unsolved 
Mysteries show featured a reenactaent of the crash and the 
military's recovery of the craft, which was reconstructed based 
upon descriptions of eyewitnesses. 

Since the broadcast, over 100 responses pertaining to the Kecksburg 
case have been received by the T.V. Show this year and:tu±aed 
over to Gordon and his colleagues. Gordon reports that other I 

"key informants did surface whose information helped fill gaps 
from the statements we had from other observers.” 

Investigators have thus far interviewed dozens of civilians 
and former military personnel who were involved in the Kecksburg 
recovery. They have four eyewitness accounts of the object moving 
slowly towards Kecksburg and four independent witnesses who 
saw the object on the ground before the military arrived. They 
have also spoken with numerous firemen who were involved in 
various capacities in assisting the military. 


One of the key witnesses to surface as a result of Unsolved 
Mysteries is an anonymous Pennsylvania man known as Robert 
Adams who was a member of the U.S. Air Force Air Police stationed 
at Lockborne Air Base near Columbus, Ohio in December 1965. 

Adams told investigatorsthat the base had been placed on "red 
alert" in the early morning of December 10th, 1965. He and his 
unit were dispatched to guard a hangar containing a flat bed 
truck carrying a tarpaulin covered object. They were ordered 
to shoot to kill anyone attempting to enter vithout "Top Security" 
clearance. 

According to Adams, the truck had entered the base through a 
gate in an extremely remotearea. The truck passed a few feet 
in front of him and he observed the tarpaulin covered object ) 
it was carrying to be about tvice the size of a Volkswagen sedan. 
Adams was relieved of duty at either 6 or 7 A.M. and later learned 
that the truck left the baseat 7:30 that morning en route to 
Wright Patterson Air Force Base, 100 miles West of Kecksburg, 
near Dayton, Ohio.

Another key witness who recently came forward is an Ohio truck 
driver who claims to have seen the object inside a building 
vhile making a delivery at Wright Patterson on December 12th, 

1965. "John Cummings” revealed to investigators that a high 
ranking military officer had arrived at the Dayton area building 
supply firm where he worked the previous day to order a special 
radiation and moisture resistant brick to be used in constructing 
a protective room inside a building at Wright Patterson. 
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The next; day he and his consin delivered 6.500 bricks ho the 
base after being told by their boss not to discuss anything 
they night see while they were there. As they were loading bricks 
onto pallets outside a buildingCunmings and his consin sneaked 
inside to get a look. Although guards ordered then out innediately, 
Cunnings nanaged to see a dark bronze, bell shaped object about 
14 feet wide at the base and 12 feet high. The object was surrounded 
by scaffolding and covered on three sides by parachute-like 
naterial which hung fron the ceiling, and 10 to 15 nen in white 
protective suits, rubber boots and gloves and gas nasks were 
trying to open it. 

"They took us outside and told us to forget what we had seen,? 

Cunnings recalled. "We were told that in 20 years, the object 
would be comon knowledge." Cunnings later learned that other 
truck drivers had observed the truck traveling West on Route 
40 fron the Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania area toward Wheeling* 

West Virginia and onto Colunbus and Dayton, Ohio. 

Investigator Gordon has conpiled thousands of pages of research 
and governnent docunents on the case and says that new information 
is surfacing alnost daily. Noted U.P.O. Investigator Len Stringfield, 
who believes that the Kecksburg incident is just as inportant 
as the Roswell, New Mexico crash/retrieval case, stated that, 

"with the anount of information Stan Gordon has gathered on 
Kecksburg, I would place it just behind Roswell as the most 
significant O.FO. Retrieval Case in history."

LATE 1990, SWISS SIGHTINGS (MARGARETHENSTR, SWITZERLAND): Swiss 
researcher Luc Burgin, editor of the German language Sign 
magazine, has reported on several sightings in the last fev 
months in Switzerland. In September 1990, an object was observed 
near the town of Hofstetten, hovering above a high power line 
in a field. The object directed a powerful beam of light toward 
the ground and later disappeared with a noisy bang. 

Two bright objects were observed in the October 14th, 1990 sky 
above 01ten.Witnesses reported seeing, "two half-moon like lines 
of light of red-green color," behind the objects. 

Lucerne Police received several reports on the night of December 
17th, 1990 of strange lights in the sky. Some of the witnessed* 
interviews were broadcast on Swiss radio reports, thus providing 
Swiss researchers with access to yet further witnesses.

GULP BREEZE,FLORIDA; CONTINUED SIGHTINGSs A recent incident 

on February 23,1991, involving tvo Pensacola men fishing on | 

the three mile bridge in Gulf Breeze has been reported by the papei^. 

The Sentinel . In their March 7th edition they carried the 

story which involved the fishermen reporting a strange red light 

which appeared over Gulf Breeze. It appeared to grow dim and 

return a bright red while slowly moving without a sound towards 

their direction. It turned momentarily to a bright green and 

then to a brillant white and then disappeared. The sighting 

lasted some four minutes and involved some nine additional witnesses. 

There has been no explanation as to what the object was. Gulf 

Breeze has been for the past sixteen months in a tremendous 

U.P.O. flap which has gone unnoticed by the national media. 

This is the location of the famous Ed Walters incident in 1987 
which involved his whole family and some of the most incredible 
U.P.O. pictures taken in history. The activity continues unabated. ; 
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EUREKA SPRINGS, ARKANSAS; U-F.O. CONFERENCE: The recent Ozark 
U.F.O. Conference which was sponsored by the Mutual U.F.O. Network 
Chapter here was stunned by the revelations of Jorge Martin , 
of Puerto Rico. Mr. Martin is a U.F.O. researcher with the Mutual 
U.F.O. Network in Puerto Rico who has been researching an incident 
that occurred in 1987 in the island Commonwealth. It involved 
two Navy F-14 jet interceptors and their interception by a large 
triangular U.F.O.. The incident involved the observation of 
this object over a shore line beach area and the dispatching 
of the two Navy jets from Roosevelt Field to identify it. The 
incident which was observed by nuieroas witnesses (some sixty 
in all ) in broad daylight occurred when the jets neared the 
large object and were sucked aboard the craft. The witnesses 
stated that huge triangular object then split into two halves, 
both going into different directions. The Navy released the 
story that the planes were, lost in a training acciCsnt with no 
recovery of any of the pilots or debris. Mr. Martin has talked 
to a number of the witnesses and feels that the Navy and Government 
is covering up the incident. Mr. Martin stated also that the 
Island of Puerto Rico has seen an upsurge of sightings since

PLACE COUNTY, ROCKLIN, CALIFORNIA; The Place' County Sheriffs 
Department, the California Highway Patrol and several fire departments 
spent part of Friday night, March 29th,1991 in a fruitless effort 
looking for evidence of a U.F.O.- The U.F.O. Incident began 
about 8:00 P.M. when the Sheriff's Department said it received 
two calls. One caller said it resembled a meteorite while another 
said that a plane had crashed. 

Both callers reported seeing an object above unincorporated 
Placer County near Highway 65 and Sunset Boulevard. Three deputies 
drove through the area for about a half an hour and reported 
nothing unusual. 

A spokesman for the California department of Forestry said Firefighters 
were dispatched to the area following reports of bright lights 
to the Southwest about a mile from Athens Avenue. 

The California Highway Patrol in Sacramento sent up a helicopter 
after it received a couple of calls. The crew of the aircraft 
reported observing nothing unusual. The Highway Patrol^fSported 
that one caller stated that the U.F.O. resembled a greenish 
blue object with a trailing tail on it. The HighwayJPatrol and 
the Sheriff's Department said they have heard reports that the 
object was a malfunctioning missile from Vandenburg Air Force 
Base in Lompoc. No confirmation has released frgm the Air Force 
concerning this report.

According to the parent * s statement, 

the two young fellows were hysterical after the sighting. ***** 

During the investigation of this incident, the two young boys 
statsd that tbs shin on their slbovs and hnees had becone very 
dry and irritated while during the sighting they noticed a intense 
dryness in their souths. This plus the watering of the eyes 
is usually indicative of exposure to intense microwave radiation. 

The object was described as a large spherical ball of intense 
light some 500 feet in diameter. The description reseables that 
of the Gardner Manor Mall sighting in West Islip soae months 
ago. ***** some additional residents in the area reported around 
this tine strange cuts and narks on their horses. The cuts did 
not bleed and the cause was'jnhknownttotthe'ownersi****** Indications 
are that interest in horses is not limited to the location of 
the Speonk- Riverhead Road area. ****** During a recent investigation 
into the January 24th sighting in West Hampton near Sea Breeze 
Road of a lighted disc over a barn, it was learned from a on 
site investigation that the barn is part of a horse farm. The 
location is two piles from the arSa of'the:_At>ril 12th sighting. 

***** The recent report of the excellent investigation done 

by Mark Landers and Jeanette Thompson has brought heavy interest y - 

from other researchers across the country. The woman involved 

has agreed to talk to several of them.

19th, a team of LIUFON Investigators plan to meet with her to 

discuss what has emerged from her regressions. One thing she 

has told us is that six of her seven miscarriages in the last 

four years have resulted in the removal of the fetuses by her 

abductors. ***** The medical records she has given us will soon 

be examined by a Doctor andher own Doctor has agreed to talk 

to researchers to verify the startling medical evidence. ***** 

As of this writing, the other abduction cases we are still investigating 
have provided recent concerns. The young woman in the West Islip 
Case recently reported gynecological problems which have us 
here in LIUFON worried for her safety and well being. We are 
still getting them prepped for regression with Bud Hopkins.
